declared today in a statement urging 
the use of more funds to fight the

In view of the ees loss which an- 
nvally confronts the nation, Mr. Bart- 
lette s*id the amount devoted to fight- 
ing the weevil “seems infinitesimally 
small.” 

“It would be a real economy,” he 
declared “and a great benefit to the 
nation and world, to devote millions 
of dollars to exterminating this enemy 
of the cotton plant.”- 

President Bartlett said the New 
York Cotton Exchange this year con- 
tributed $100,000 to fight the pest 
and that the state of Georgia, the 
second largest cotton growing state, 
has contracted for 50,000 tons of 
calcium arsenate, considered the most 
effective known instrument for com- 
bating the weevil, to be delivered 
over a period of five years. 
United States Steel corporation. 
through Chairm@fi Gary has notified 
the American Cotton association it 
would contribute $325,000 annually for 
the next three years to the boll wee- 
vil campaign, Mr. Bartlett said. 

“The far-reaching blight of the wee- 
vil,” he said, “touches even the steel 
corporation. There are eight steel] 
ties on each bale of cotton. and the 
crop less this year, due chiefly to the 
weevil, is estimated at about 6,000,- 
000 bales. This means that cotton 
growers will require 48.000.000 fewer 
steel ties to bale the crop.” 

The boll weevil. Mr. Bartlett as- 
serted, is the most dangerous of pests 
 beeause it so thoroughiy fortifies it- 


self against extermination. Unfor-

GOVERNOR TAKES 
STEPS 10 REFORM 


Next Few Days He Will 
Make Public Names of 
Special Tax Commission 


Governor Walker made plans 
Thursday to further actively aid the 
state and the legislature in finding the 
solution for the pressing problems of 
taxation reform. _ 

He announced that he will name, 
in a few days, the membership of a 
special tax commission, composed of 
members of the assembly, represent- 
ing farmers, bankers, manufacturers 
and merchants, to hold public hear- 
ings in different sections of the state 
and make a careful study of the fi- 
nencial needs of Georgia, and draw up 
a tentative tax reform measure to sub- 
mit to the extraordinary session which 
will meet in November next. 

This commission will probably hold 
meetings, said the governor, in Ma- 
con, Savannah, Albany, Columbus, 
Atlanta. Rome, Augusta, Athens and 
possibly other cities. Citizens general- 
ly, and especially those who have 
given any study to the subject of tax-. 
ation, will be itivited fo attend these 
hearings, make suggestions, and, in

turn, receive the ideas of the commis- 
sion on the question. They will thus 
be informed thoroughly on the prob- 
lem and will be prepaed to discuss the 
matter intelligently with ther neigh- 
bors and féllow voters, and oe ready 
to vote with full knowledge of the sit- 
uation, upon whatever constitutional 
amendment bill the legislature final- 
ly submits to the people for ratifi- 
cation at the polls. 
Only Two Subjects. 

Governor Walker, in discussing his 
plans for the call for an extra ses3- 
sion, stated positively Thursday night 
that be would not include any other 
subjects in the call except taxation 
and the repeal of the tax equalization 
law. The specified subject of “taxa- 
tion” however, will be broad in its 
meaning, and will include all matters 
pertaining to the revenue of the state, 
including in addition to the tax re- 
form measures, the general tax act, 
which was tabled in the senate after 
it bad passed the house, and measures 
involving the enforcement of the tax 
laws of the state. | 

Iinder the -governor’s plans, the 
commission which he will appoint will 
be instructed to study first the actual 
revenue needs of the state for the next 
ten years. They will be asked to draw 
up a budget for that period, including 
in it sufficient sums to maintain the 
state institutions of all kinds in a 
manner at. least mmenstirrate with 
that of other states. Then, having 
provided for all reasonable contingen- 
cies, and having thus formed a definite

iden of what income the state will 
have to have for ten years to come, 
they will seek to devise a method of 
taxation which will provide this in- 
come in the fairest manner to all citi- 
zens, without adding to the already 
top-heavy burden of the owners of 
visible property. 

It is the governor's belief that such 
body, after a careful preparation along 
these lines, vil] be able to present to 
the extraordinary session, a plan of 
taxation upon whicb ail the varied 
schools of thought can combine, for 
the welfare of the state.

Germany Formally Noti- 
fied Thursday of Action 
Taken by Interallied 
Body. 


ABSTAINS FROM VOTING 


Action Halts the Move of 
Germany to Utilize Re- 
sources as Guarantee for 
Gold Loan..

Paris, August i6.—The interallied 
reparations commission formally noti- 
fied Germany today that -eparations 
constitute a prior claim on the re- 
sources wiich Germany has expected 
to utilize to guarantee her gold loan. 

The commision decided upon this 
action Tuesday by a majority vote, 
the British delegate abstaining from 
voting, but the announcement was 
of notification had been delivered to 
the German delegation in Paris. 

The communication refers to the 
previous letter from the commission, 
March 27, calling attention to arti- 
cle 248 of the treaty of Versailles, 
German government's assets. ‘Tlie 
letter concludes: 

“The fact that the German govern- 
ment has not thonght it proper to ask 
for an exception under that article 
makes it necessary for the commisison 
to make an express reservation .as 
against the subscribers to the loan 


no less than other parties of its 
right of priority against any funds 
which may be assigned by the Ger- 
man government to the payment of 
interest or repayment of the capital 
of the loan in question, more partic- 
ularly if the proceeds of the loan ‘it-

Washington, Avgust 16.—Depart- 
ment of justice officials declared to- 
day that the leaders in the largest and 
most powerful “bootleg” ring in the 
United States have been taken into 
custody in the wholesale arrests made 
at Savannah, Ga., under direction of 
federal agents. Additional arrests are 
anticipated and it was stated that the 
case might lead te some state and 
federal officers,

Operations of the ring are said to 
have extended along the east coast of 
Florida and the Georgia coast, which, 
because of their numerous bavous and 
inlets isolated by large swamps, made 
their operations comparatively free 
from detection from _ shore. Finally 
efforts were made to -break up the 
smuggling from the sea, but with hun- 
dreds of miles of coast line on which 
to operate the rum runners usually 
were successful in evading capture, 

It was two yerrs avo that infor- 
mation came to the department of 
justice that Savannah was the port 
for the receipt and distribution of 
much of the liquor reaching the south- 
ern and eastern markets. Mrs. Mabel 
Walker Willebrand€, an assistant to 
the attorney general, who is charged 
with the enforcement of the prohibi- 
tion law, ordered prohibition enforce- 
ment agents to that city in an effort 
to break up the illicit trade.

merchants to make a scientific and 
business-like study of the entire tax 
roblem, to make a budget showing 
n detail the need of the educational 
and eleemosynary institutions of the 
state, projecting a ten-year program 
of construction and maintenance 
which will place these institutions in 
line with those of the progressive 
states of the union and formulate a 
plan of taxation which will meet 
these needs without adding undue bur- 
dens to the gwners of real estate and 
taxable property, who are now bear- 
ing practically all the burden of taxa- 
tion, : 

“I commend the legislature for 
making additional provision for the 
old Confederate veterans and the high- 
ways of the state. 

“The cause of education and the 
care of the wards of the state should 
now engage our attention along with 
the reform of tax laws. I again ear- 
nestly beseech the business men o 
the state to cooperate in the forming 
of tax laws which will lay the foun- 
dation’ for a greater Georgia.” 

Determined On Tax, Reform. 
Governor Walker, throughout the 
session just finished, never rested in 
his efforts to bring about the passage 
of constructive tax reform bills. From 
the very beginning, when he called 
the attention of both houses to this 
question in his inaugural address and 
in a special message delivered a few 
days later, and in a final personal ap- 
peal two weeks before adjournment. 
he used every method at his command 
to try and bring the divergent schools 
of thought in both houses together on 
the problem. 

It was not until the final day of 
the session, when the house voted to 
table the Lankford senate measure 
on income tax, with all substitutes 
and amendments, thus making final 
action impossible before sine die ad- 
journment, that he gave up his ef- 
forts,

for the time being, though he had 
nothing but commendation for the

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FRUIT QUARANTINE 
GOES INTO EFFECT 
EARLY NEXT MONTH 


Washington,. August 16«-The fed- 
eral horticultural board’s quarantine 


-| governing the importation of fruits 


and vegetables into the United States, 
which becomes effective November I, 
and which is designed to prevent the 
introduction of the Mediterranean 
fruit flies and other injurious insectg 
is expected to have little effect on 
the volume of important fruits and 
vegetables importede 


Regulations for the new quarantine 
have been adopted, but wil! not be 
ready for distribution 4for a few 
weeks. Hawaii and Porto Rico are 
not affected. 

“Except as restricted, as to certain 
countries and districts, by special 
quarantines and other orders now in 
force and by such restrictive orders as 
may hereafter be promulgated,” the 
regulation state, “the following fruits 
may be imported from all countries 
under permit and on compliance with 
these regulations: Bananas, pineap- 
ples, lemons, sour limes and grapes 
of the European or viniferous type. 

“Except as similarly restricted, any 
vegetable may be imported from any 
country under permit and on complr 
ance with these regulations, at such 
ports as shall be authorized in the 
permits on presentation of evidence 
satisfactory to the department of ag- 
riculture that such vegetables are free 
from infestation with dangerous in- 
sects, including fruit flies (tyrpeti- 
dae), and that their importation will 
not be the means of bringing such 
pests,to the United States.”

70 BANKS IN U. S. 


Hot Springs, Ark., August 16.— 
Seventy banks in the United States 
operated by negroes were cited today 
by R. W. Wright, a negro banker of 
Philadelphia, in an address at to- 
day’s session of the National Negro 
Business league, as demonstrating the 
ability of the negro to manage finan- 
cial enterprises and take his place in 
the commercial and financial world. 


Durham, N. C., president of the North 
Carolina Life Insurance company, 
were speakers at today’s session of 
the 24th annual convention of the or- 
ganization here. The latter declared 
the negro was fast learning the im- 
portance of making provision for 
those depending upon ‘him. 

Dr. R. R. Moton, principal of Tus- 
kegee Institute and president of the 
league, declared the negro must take 
his place in the country through gerv- 
ice. ° 

Governor T. C. McRae, of Arkan- 
Sas, was a speaker at last night's 
session of the convention.. Dr. Moton 
also spoke last night and pointed out 
that during a comparatively short pe- 
riod the negro in America has ac- 
quired ownership and control of 60.- 
000 business enterprises, capitalized 
at more than $60,000,000, owns more 
than 650,000 homes and 22,000,000 
acres of land and has amassed more 
than one billion dollars in wealth. 

“And yet,” he said, “we have only 
scratched the surface. There re yet 
many great undeveloped fields and 
this organization can do much toward 
this direction.”

Seattle, Wash., August 16.—Condi- 
tions that led to the seizure of four 
American commercial vessels by Siber- 
ian soviet authorities were disclosed 
today by Seidenverg, a Seattle trader, 
who has just returned from Kam- 
chatka. | 

The Hudson Bay company of Lon- 
don has held since spring a monopoly 
of trading along the Siberian coast 
from the southern end of the Kam- 
chatka peninsula north, Mr. Seiden- 
verg said. 3 

He added that the agreement of the 
Hudson Bay company with the soviet 
was the largést transaction made in 
Asiatic Russia in many years. The 
Okhotsk sea on the western side of 
the Kamchatka peninsula remains 
dpen to traders of all nations. 

“The soviet authorities have 


_tablished law and order and business 


principles in Kamchatka and Siberia,” 
narrated Mr. Seidenverg. ‘‘In this 
they are an improvement on the so- 
called white government that _pre- 
vailed in Kamehatka until last win- 
ter. Since the soviet government was 
established in Kamchatka there has 
been no seizure or. confiscation of 
roperty. While I was in Petropav- 
osk I transacted business in the usu- 
al way. My company sold its furs 
to the Hudson Bay company. Every- 
thing was done according to law. 
“If the officials buy anything-from 
you they give you an order on their 
bank and payment is made immediate- 
ly on presentation of the order. Per- 
manent soviet officials from Moscow 
arrived shortly before I left Petropav- 
losk. To trade in northern Siberia 
you must obtain a license from the 
soviet government at Petropavlosk.

Gasoline Stocks. 

Gasoline stocks held at refineries 
were drawn on to the extent of l,- 
205,119 barrels during July, accord- 
ing to reports made to the American 
Petroleum Institute covering about 
67 per cent of the operating refinery 
capacity of the United States. Pipe 
line and tank farm gross domestic 
crude oils stocks east of the Rockies 
increased 7,687,000 barrels in July. 

The daily average gross crude oil 
production of the United States in- 
creased 10,350 barrels for the week 
ended August 11, totaling 2,251,250 
barrels, according to the weekly sum- 
mary of the institute. The daily av- 
err.ze production east of the Rocky 
mcuntains wes 1,379,250 barrels, a de- 
erease of 10,650. California produc- 
tion was 872,000 barrels, an increase 
of 21,000. 

Oklahoma shows a daily average 
gross production of 461,850 barrels, 
decrease of 12.600; Kansas 79,600, 
decrease of 2,750; north Texas 72,-
